SUBJECT: Second Trip to Paris, November 5-27 p| 196f

1. iI received word from Cline while dining with the 
Director at 1330 indicating that[7 _ Jor I would have to STAT 
leave for Paris that evening to brief De Gaulle on the removal 
of the Soviet MRBM and IRBM's. Shortly before 1400 I axkat 
excused myself, asked | | to come out of the romm with me 
STAT and informed him of Cline's request. [jana I procefed to | STAT 
Cline's office where I agreed to undertake the trip. The nature 
of the mission as explained by Cline, was. to do for De Gaulle 
what R. J. Smith had done for Adenaur, namely, to explain the 
dismantling of missile sites, the moving of missiles and missile 
associated equipment to the ports, putting it on ships, and 
salling it home. was a wealth of photographic evidence which 
made a very convinéing case. 


2. I did not question the above description of the mission. 
I figured that the administration did not want De Gaulle to 
hear of the briefing of Adenaur and realize that he, himself, 
had not received similar treatment. I asked Cline whose mes- 
senger I was and if the State Department and Bohlen realized 
whet was going to happen. Cline indicated to me that the deci- 
sion to send a briefer had been taken at a White House meeting 
that morning at which the Director was present and that he, Cline, 
would be in touch with George Ball as soon as he could get a 
call through to find pn the Department had official knowledge #6f 
the mission.

3. I called Jack Smith's offiee to get a fill-in of his 
briefing to Adenavf, a list of the relevant pictures, ete.

a . all of the papers and got a reservation on the TWA 7:30 B.m. flight 
j pwn Ber Idlewild.

-schedule. We were met at ay at 8:00 a. ex. [Local and procéded 
to the Embassy. 
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4. The morning papers had the story of Castro's having 
written a letter to the SYG indicating that the IL-28's were 
going to be removed. One of my first pieces of business was 
to call the CIA Watch Office by phone and ask for confirmation 
of this piece of news. 


5. At O945 I saw Bohlen, and it was not until this moment 
that I became aware of the real mtsgkm reason for my being in 
Paris. Bohlen showed me the telegram of instructions and the 
circular message indicating the forthcoming Presidential press 
conference. The matter, of course, had nothing to do with the 
removal of missiles, but was concemed entirely with the presence 
of Soviet forces in Cuba and the IL-28's,

6. After meeting with Bohlen, I went back to the office 
seen came to ask about the final paragraph 

of the message to Bohlen designated for He asked 
specifically whether it was possible to show the photographs of 
the removal of the missiles to the NAC. Since I had had no 
instructions whatever with respect to appearing before the NAC, 
I sent a telegram to Washington asking authorization to show 


the pictures. This was granted by phone later on in the afternoon. 


7. There was a mild problem of coordinating Bohlen's and 
my visit to De Gaulle with[ —Sd|saappearance before the NAC. 


This was straightened out a little after noon wkKK Be when De Gaulle 


agreed to see Bohlen at 1530. ‘The NAC meeting was accordingly 
scheduled for 1700. Bohlen and I arrived at the outer office 
at the Elysee at 1530. Bohlen went in without me and spent 15 
minutes or so then I was invited in and gave a 12 minute briefing 
which I had put together very largely from memory. It consisted 
of théree parts: 
and 
a. The Soviet forces in Cuba. The SAM crews/ the con- 
posite military units. 


b. The dismantling of the MRBM and IREM's, and 
c. Something about the IL-28's. gz
